Thinking observers of w hat has gone on 


in past war y ears are hoping that our armed 
lorces will undergo a 
r e v a m p ing 
of old 
policies and will be placed on a basis of ef­ 
ficiency instead of following old sy stems 
that are far from what they should be. This 
thing of thinking that the army or the navy 
should be permitted to I"!low policies that 
are known to be out-in ded, without c i l i ­ 
cism, just because they happen 
to be the 
army , navy or airt 
ce. is not a good thing 
for the country . Its time for a general w ak­ 
ing up. Just becau f 
it s the “army way 
doesn’t make it perfect or even “good 
Of 
all den 
italic 
institutions 
in this 
country the army and navy are the least 
democratic. American military men are no 
different than military men of any other 
country or earth. They become a part of 
w hat an aint 
practically to a caste sy stem 
and it bet no- 
instilled in them. There is 
ample evidence 
that special 
privilege is 
ram pant in military circles on a scale which 
civilians would hardly dream about, much 
less believe When the higher officers once 
get a taste of it they seldom want to let go. 
While by no means all officers are that 
way , the huge number that becomes a part 
of military smugness and military ineffi­ 
ciency do not do themselves or the country 
any good. 


war machine needs ov erhauling at the top 
lev el far more than it needs a huge v olume 
of fresh so-called “ cannon-fodder” at the 
bottom. No amount of manpower can com­ 
pensate for intrenched ineptitude in high 
places. And we'v e had a lot of that the same 
as most other countries. There hav e been 
far too many “ play boy ” officers in the army 
and na vy who spent two thirds of their time 
in the hotels entertaining instead 
of helping 
bring the whole job to be done up to the 
right efficiency . 
There are 
thousands of 
soldiers who can tell plenty about “nit-wit” 
officers whose 
activities too often 
were 
uncurbed. 
We've got the draft. Nobody should evade 
it It’s the law 
of the 
land. 
But we also 
should see that it works fairly and efficient­ 
ly and does not become 
a play thing 
for 
bureaucrats, military or civilian. 
Army methods are known to be wasteful, 
both of material and personnel, 
but they 
shouldn’t have to be. They should be sub­ 
ject to criticism if just the old easy way is 
followed. American people must be vigilant 
to see that our military forces do not use 
hundreds of thousands of our y oung men 
merely as bulk to pad out cumbersome and 
inefficient machinery simply because it has 
alway s been done that way 
The military forces of the United States 
ex ist for one purpose, and one purpose only 
—to protect the people of the United States. 
If any thing is going to he done to jar our 
high officials out of the complacency of go­ 
ing ahead and repeating old mistakes, it 
has to be done while we’re at peace. That 
means now.
